Dear Mr. Wood: 


We were unsuccessful in the matter of securing the third 
Andre medal for the reason that the owner is not willing to 
part with it. 


The interesting communication of March 30th of Mr. dH. H. 
Gillingham to you adds more doubt in my mind as to the original 
of the Paulding medal. I have just weighed the three medals and 
the result is as follows: 


David Williams medal - 46 grams, 430 milligrams 
Paulding medal (genuine?) 38 grams, 257 " 
Paulding " (replica) - 46 " 305 ” 


You will see from these weights that the medal given to 
us as the Paulding original weighs eight grams Less than the 
supposed replica and that the latter agrees with the genuine 
Williams medal. This adds much to my doubts as to which is the 
original and I would appreciate very much, your opinion in the 
Matter. In the meantime I am going to suggest that we leave the 
Paulding medals here for the time being until we have more 
satisfactory or definite information. If the medal referred to 
in the communication of Mr. Gillingham could be borrowed and 
weighed, together with the Van Wért medal we might arrive at a 
conclusion more readily. After the summer vacations when you 
have a chance to come here we could go over the matter and 
determine which of these we should keep her
